An average of 12,000 veter 
ans file changes of address each 
month with the Los Angeles 
Veterans Administration region 
al office, according to L. C 
Chapman, manager.

This number will reach at 
. least 25,000 per month if all vet 

crans move from place to place 
. In the same ratio as those with 

names in VA files. Veteran pop- 
. ulation in the same area, ac­ 

cording to a VA survey. Is 
placed at 675,000. Of this num­ 
ber 317,709 have individual case 
folders with the VA, Chapman 
said.

Many hundreds more who 
. move to new locations fail to 

notify the ~VA office of their 
change of address. As a result 
an average of more than $40,- 
000 In pension and subsistence 
checks are returned each month 
undelivered. '

Question: I am In an on-the- 
job training program learning to 
be a mechanical draftsman. I 
want to take some courses at 
night school which will help me 
In my -work. Will the govern­ 
ment pay for these?

Answer: That can be done pro­ 
viding the Veterans Administra­ 
tion determines you are capable 
of carrying on both your job 
training and night school satis­ 
factorily at the same time. You 
will be allowed up to $600 per 
year for expenses such as tui­ 
tion and books as long as the 
courses are allied with your 
training program.' Your subsist­ 
ence payments will remain the 
same. A letter to the VA from 
your employer stating the addi­ 
tional courses will be beneficial 
in your training Is required.

Question: Are disabled veter­ 
ans in training under Public Law 
16 subject to the" celling for on- 
the-jor -alning established by a 
recent law?

Answer: No. The new law ap­ 
plies only to veterans training 
under the G.I. Bill, Public .Law 
346. It does NOT apply to dis­ 
abled veterans taking Rehabili­ 
tation training under Public 
Law 16.

for the first time since 1931, 
total Loa Angeles County land, 
Improvement and property val­ 
ue has been assessed, subject 
to local tax rates, at $3,006,- 
130,250, .according to figures re­ 
leased last week by Thomas H. 
Kuchel, state controller.

Total assessed value of all 
property in California subject to 
local taxation Increased $559,- 
651,495 while the total Indebted­ 
ness of the 58 counties de­ 
creased $5,065,397 during the 
past year.

to $983.87 per capita. This shows 
an Increase of 84.91 percent over 
the valuations of 25 years ago, 
but the per capita values have 
declined from $1,827.78 during 
this same period.

Corresponding to the reduc­ 
tion in assessed valuation per 
capita during the\ past 25 years, 
the county debt has decreased 
from $25.56 to $13.98 per per­ 
son. The total Indebtedness of 
the 58 counties Is $129,343,823, 
of which 92.5 percent consists

Kuchel pointed out that the 
value of land in California as 
established by county assessors 
totaled $3,535,676,147, and that 
Improvements on land were as­ 
sessed at $4,001,076,178. Personal 
property and money was listed 
at $1,896,671,858.
